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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of arguments of record. Applicant argues that 
Wainwright lacks a barrier and thereby securely mounting such a barrier is not plausible. Examiner points to the disclosure in Wainwright 
of the plunger/piston head to be the barrier in the barrel as disccused in previous Office Actions. Applicant also argues that contamination 
is not a concern in Wainwright. Examiner argues that Wainwright discloses specific steps for the pipetting of solutions for immunological 
diagnostic assays with the inclusion of the coated bead. Examiner asserts that Wainwright's thereby constitutes the necessity for the 
solutions to be properly situated and also be in proper concentration, among other factors for immobilization (for example, as stated in 
lines 25-67, col. 4). It is thereby seen that it would have been obvious to modify the Wainwright device so as to include the barrier of 
Moriarty to prevent unwanted liquid and contamination. Objections to the drawings are also maintained for the previously recited reasons. 
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
